In tho death of Loring Andrews, w'uich 


occurred on Friday last, tbo uierchuits of 
this city lose ono of their veteran mombora. 
Ho was born in Windham, Grceno county, 
N. Y., January, :: I, !"!>!>. His father cuaie 
originally from Connecticut and was by pro- 
fession a surveyor. 
Mr. Andrews had vary 


limited educational facilities, ivnd at the age 
of fourteen years ho apprenticed himself to 
Foster Morsn, a noted tanner of Oreono 
county, and ono of tho first persons to sup- 
ply tho New York market with leather. Ho 
closed his seven years' apprenticeship in 
ISL'O, but remained ft year longer with Mr. 
Jlorss and then proceeded to tho West, 
where ho remained for two years. .Return- 
ing to his old employer with n capital of 
fifty cents ho entered" into an arrangement 
to run Mr. Morss's tannery on shares. [At tho 
end of tho four years of this arrangement 
Mr. 
Andrews 
found 
himself 
the 


possessor 
of 
.-J!,t)0(i. Ho than 
formed 


n copartnership with Mr. MOMS, attempting 
to run two establishments, eight miles 
apart; but tho vesture proved unproductive 
and the partnership was dissolved. 
Ho, 


however, remained in ono of tho establish- 
ments until lyi'li, when, with a capital of 
$7,000, he entered "the Swamp," in this 
city, hired a building at Ko. L't Jacob street, 
and started tho hide and leather business. 
The following year he removed to No. '26 
Jacob1 street — celebrated as 
the seat of 


"Jacob's Well"— a mineral spring that was 
much patronized. His busineps constantly 
increassd until he had a trade of from 
-.0,0:10 to 103,000 hides per year. In 1S32 
ho joined William Wilson in a partnership, 
with the late Gideon Loo ami Shepherd 
Knapp as special partners. Tho profits of 
tho now lirm wero swept away by tho losses 
of 1,^7, the partnership was dissolved, and 
Mr. Andrews found himself reduced to the 
financial situation he was in when ho com- 
menced business in New York.
